IMPRIMIS, it is ordained, Th^t every 
Perfon who fhall hereafter be made free of 
the faid Miftery and Commonalty, lhall be- 
fore his Admiffion into the fame Freedom, take 
his corporal Oath upon the holy Evangelifts, 
before the Mafter and Governors thereof, or be- 
fore Two of them at the leaft, in the Manner or 
to the EfFed enfuing : ^

ftors thereof; and^ as much as in you lieth, main- 
tain Amity and Unity therein, and obey, obferve, 
and perform all the lawful Rules, Statutes, and 
O^dinaHces thereof}, and be proportionably contri- 
hutary to the heft of your Tower, to all lawful or 
reafonable Charges, Contributions, and Payments, 
helonging or neceffarily appertaining to you to bear, 

And 
alfo you fhall obey all Manner of lawful Summons 
cr Warnings done or to he made by the Clerk, 
Beadle, or other Officer of the faid Company there- 
unto afftgned, in the Name of the Mafler or Go- 
vernors, having no lawful or reafonable Excufe 
or Impediment to the contrary : All thefe Articles 
you fhall truly, fully, and faithfully obfervcy per- 
form, and keep, to the bejl of your Power,

Office of Principal Mafler or Governor, yoit 
fhall diligently obfervey keep, and maintain, the 
'Profit and Common Weal of the Corporation and 
Company of the Art and Science of Surgeons of 
London, in all Points lawful, according to your 
hefi Skill and Power j and fhall objerve, keep, 
maintain, and execute, and caufe to he obferved, 
kept, maintained, and executed, us far forth as 
lawfully you may, all the good and lawful Charters 
and Liberties, Privileges, Ufages, Cuftoms, A^s, 
and Ordinances thereof; and accordingly Jhall, ast 
far as in you lieth, correct and punijh, by Fines^ 
Pains, and Penalties, all fuch Offenders therein, 
as Jhall appear, either by any of their own Confef 
Jions, or by any other fufficient Proof, according to 
the ^ality of every Juch Offence and that you 

fhall 
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fiall proesed duly, iruly, carefully.;^ imfariiallyy 
and equally, according to your hejl Skill and Powert 
end jhall not for any Love, Fear, Dread, Envy, 
Hoitrcd, Malice, Corruption, or othet partial Af- 
fection, unduly proceed to any Order, Rule, Con^ 
clufion, or Determination, for or concerning any 
Variance or Sluefiion by or betwixt any Perfon or 
Perfons. with whom you Jhall have to do by rea- 
Jon of your Jaid Office, or any othsrwife, than ac- 
cording to fuch Jaid Charters, Liberties, Privi- 
leges, UJages, Cujioms, A5ls, and Ordinances as 
djorejaid.

at all ^imes hereafter to perform all fuch Summons, 
Warnings, and lawful Services, as they or any of 
ihem, or the Clerk of the faid Corporation and 
Company for the Time being, in their or any of their 
Names, or by their or any of their Commandments 
or Dire5iions Jhall appoint-, and that neither for 
Fear, Dread, Favour, Hatred, Malice, or other

Balloting appear in favour of any One Candi- 
date, in which Gafe fuch Candidate fliali be im- 
mediately declared duly ele6led. When there is 
a Vacancy in the Court of AfTiftants, either by 
Death or otherwife, fuch Vacancy Ihall be de- 
clared at the Firft Court of Afiiftants which 
{hzll be holden after the fame fhall happen, and 
another AJjifiant fhall be elected out of the 
Members of the faid Company at the next Court 
after fuch Vacancy declared : And if the Prin- 
cipal Majier or Governor, or either of the Two 
Wardens for the Time being, or any of the 
ExaminerSi fhall happen to die, or be amoved, 
the Vacancy happening thereby fhall in like 
Manner be declared at the next Court of AOift- 
ants which fhall be holden after fuch Vacancy 
fhall happen ; and fuch Vacancy fhall be filled 
up at the next Court of Affiftants which fhali 
be held after the fame fhall be fo declared.

That whenever any 
Member of this Company fhall be fummoned to 
appear at any Court or Affembly of the Majler, 
Governors J and AJfiftants^ or at any Court or Af- 
fembly of the Examiner Notice thereof lhall be 
given either to him perfonally or left in Writing 
at his ufual Place of Abode ; and if, after fuch 
Summons, the Member fo fummoned lhali refufe 
or negleft to make his perfonal Appearance, ac- 
cording to the Tenor thereof, unlefs there be 
fome juft and reafonable Caufe to the contrary, 
to be judged of by the Court or Aflembly to 
which he lhall be fummoned, he fliall for the 
Firft Default forfeit and pay the Sum of Five 
Shillings, and for the Second Ten Shillings, and 
for every Default after the Second Summons, the 
Sum of Twenty Shillings of lawful Money of 
Great Britain and if any fuch Perfon fhall,- after 
fuch Appearance, depart, before the Caufe of 
fuch his Summons be determined, without the 
Confent or Leave of the faid Court, then every 
fuch Perfon Ihall forfeit and pay for every fuch

A^.fiants refiding out of London or WefimwjieTy at 
any Diftance exceeding One Mile and not exceed- 
ing Seven Miles, fhall be fummoned by aPenny- 
"pofi: Letter : And no fuch Court fliall be holden 
without the perfonal Prefence of Two of the faid 
GoTeriors and Nine of the y^jpjlants at the leai' % 
And no Order of any Court O-iall be binding or 
'obligatory till the fame has been confirmed by 
fome fucceeding Court of AfTiftants. And further. 
That no Member of the Court Ihall depart there- 
from, without having firft' obtained the Leave of 
the Princvpal Majler^ or of the prefiding Governor 
or Warden^ or the Majority of the Court who fhall 
be then prefent, on pain of forfeiting One Pound 
One Shilling of lawful Money of Great 'Britain \ 
neither Jhall the Principal Mafier or Governor:, or 
other Perfon who prefides at the Court wherein 
the Bufinefs mentioned in the Summons is to be 
tranfaded, leave the Chair without the Confent 
of the Majority of the AJJijlants then prefent, 
until the Bufinefs of their Meeting be fully de- 
termined.

It£Mj in order to encourage a punctual 
Attendance according to the Summons, it is or- 
dained. That every AJjlftant who fhall be prefent 
in the Room where any Court of AfTiftants is 
appointed to be holden before St. FauVs Clock 
has ftruck the Hour mentioned in fuch Sumr- 
monSj lhall receive Half a Crcwn, out of the 
Money which properly belongs to die Court of 
AfTiftants. 

Vn. Item, it is ordained, That .if any Member 
of the Court of Affiftants negleds to attend at any 
Court for the Space . of. Six Months, after having 
been duly fummoned to attend, without giving 
a fufficient Reafon or Reafons for fuch his ilb- 
fenqe, tP be judge^i . pf ;by the faid Court, he 
lhall "be liable tp> be amoved fcom his faid Of- 
fice ofj^ an AJfiftanty ^nd of an Examiner (if he 
happens, xo be Onie) : And if any Member of 

" " either 
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either of the Court of Affiftants or Examiners 
lhall remove above Seven Miles from London, 
he jfhall be amoved from both the faid Courts. 

VIII. Item, it is ordained. That no Perfon 
praftifing as an Apothecary, or following any 
other Trade or Occupation befides the Profef- 
fion or Bufmefs of a Surgeon, (hall be capable 
of being chofen into the Court of Affiftants or, 
if he fliould be One of the Court of Affiftants, 
be eligible to the Office of Majler or Examiner, 

IX. Item, it is ordained. That there ffiall be 
in the faid Company Ten Examiners ; who ffiail 
be from time to time fucceffively chofen by the 
Court of Affiftants ; and ftiall confift of the 
Principal Majler or Governor and the Two IVar- 
dens or Governors for the Time being, and of Seven 
other Members of the Court of Affiftants j who 
fliall continue in fuch Office fo long as they ftiall 
well behave themfelves therein ; and fhall be 
called T^he Court of Examiners i and ffiall have 
Power to examine any Perfon whofoever, either 
brought before them, or ofFering himfelf to be 
examined, touching his Skill or Knowledge in 
the Art and Science of Surgeryj and to cer- 
tify the fame accordingly ; and to affix the Com- 
mon Seal to the grand t)i-ploma which thejr lhall 
grant to any Perfon examined by them ; pro- 
vided fuch Examination hath been in the Pre- 
fence of Two Covstnors and Three Emminers, 

or 
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or of One Governor and Five Examiners at the 
leaft, and not otherwife, 

X. Item, it is ordained, That whenever any 
Court of Examiners fhall be called, every One 
of the faid Examiners who lhall inhabit or dwell 
within the Cities of London and JVeftminJier^ ' or 
One Mile thereof, fhall be particularly fum- 
moned by the Beadle or other proper Officer ; 
and if he refides at a greater Diftance from Lon^ 
don or JVeJiminJler, not exceeding Seven Miles, 
by a Penny-poft Letter : And no fuch Court 
fhall ever be holden without the perfonal Pre- 
fence of Two of the faid Mafters or Governors 
and Three of the faid Examiners, or One Govern 
nor and Five of the faid Examiners at the leaft : 
And that no Examiner fhall certify the Sufficiency 
of any Perfon in the Art of Surgery, unlefs 
fuch Perfon hath been examined in the Prefence 
of fuch Two Governors and Three Examiners, or 
One Governor and Five Examiners, on pain of 
the Examiner fo certifying being difmifled from 
his Place of an Examiner and forfeiting Twenty 
Pounds : And that no Examiner prefent at any 
fuch Court of Examiners fhall during the Con- 
tinuance of fuch Court depart therefrom, with- 
out having firft obtained the Leave of the Chief 
or 'Principal Mafter or Governors, or of the Ma- 
jority of the Court who fhall be then prefent, 
on pain of forfeiting Twenty Shillings of lawful 

C Money 
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Money of Great Britain : And if any Examijicr 
J[hall on any Account or Pretence receive any 
Fee or Prefent from any Perfon to be examined, 
either at, before, or after the Time of fuch Ex- 
amination, he ftiali be expelled and amoved both 
from his Office of an Examiner and AJfiJlant. 

,XI. Item, it is ordained. That no Perfon 
whatfoever fliall be preient at any Court of Exa- 
miners, but whom the Examiners themfelves fhall 
appoints and that each Examiner who lliall be 
prefent in the Room wherein the faid' Court is 
appointed to be holden,' before St. ?aul\ Clock 
has ftruck the Hour 'appointed in the Summons 
for the Meeting of fuch Court, and fliail con- 
tinue there during the Examination of any Perfon 
or Perfons who ihall receive the grand Diploma^ 
fliall have Half a Guinea out of the Money 
paid for every fuch Diflofna and the Remainder 
to go into the common Stock of the Company; 
and in cafe no Perfon fhall happen to be exa- 
mined for the grand Diploma, lhail receive Half 
a Crown, out of the Money which properly be- 
longs to the Court of Affiftants. 

XII. Item, it is ordained. That every Mem- 
ber, either of the Court of Affiftants or Exa- 
miners, who fliall behave himfelf uncivilly or 
indecently to any of the Governors or other J/Jifl- 
ants, at either of the faid Courts, or lhall, by 

Writing 
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Writing or otherwife, exprefs any DifTatisfaflion 
at any Order, Refolution, or Determination of 
either of the faid Courts, after the Subje6l- 
matter of their Meeting has been determined by 
a Majority of either of the faid Courts, fuch Mif- 
behaviour in either of the foregoing Inftances, 
to be judged of by the Court of Affiftants, Ihall 
be ipfo faffo expelled both the faid Courts. 

XIII. Item, it is ordained. That if his prefent 
Majefty, or his SuccelTors, iliall be pleafed here- 
after to appoint 2i Princi-pal Sejjeant SurgeoHy who 
is not a Member of this Company, fuch Principal 
Serjeant Surgeon fhall, at the Firll Court after his 
Appointment, be prefented with the grand D/- 
ploma, without an Examination ; and Ihall like- 
wife be chofen an AJJiJiant and Examiner on the 
Firft Vacancies which fliall refpeftively happen, 
and Principal Majier at the Eledbion next enfuing 
his Admiflion into the Court of Examiners : And 
if fuch Principal Serjeant Surgeon, at the Time 
of fuch his Appointment, fhall happen to be a 
Member of this Company, but not of the Court 
of Affiftants or Examiners, he fhall in like Man- 
ner be chofen into the refpedlive Courts, on the 
Firfl Vacancies happening therein j and fhall 
iikewife be chofen Principal Majier at the Elec- 
tion next enfuing his Admiffion into the Court 
of Examiners. 



XIV. Item, 
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XIV. Item, it is ordained, That every Mem- 
ber of the Company, who fliall be elected Prin- 
cipal Mafter or Governor , or Warden, or Governor, 
and lhall refufe to take upon him the fame Office, 
or to take fuch Oath as is afore ordained for the 
Performance thereof, not having' a reafonabie 
Excufe for his Refufal (to be allowed by the 
Court of AfTiftants) fliall be expelled and amoved 
both from the Courts of AfTiftants and Exa- 
miners J and the Court of Affiftants lhall be at 
Liberty to proceed to a new Eleftion of another 
in his Room ; and no fuch Governors or Wardens 
lhall, after the Expiration of his or their Office, 
intermeddle as Goveryior or Warden ; but ffiall 
upon the Firll Hhiirjday in July, being the Day 
on which his and their Office expires, or within 
a Fortnight after in every Year, deliver in his 
Accounts, and pay the fucceeding Governors the 
Balance thereof, upon pain of Twenty Pounds 
for every Default, not having a reafonabie Ex- 
cufe, to be allowed by the Court of Affiftants, 
as aforefaid. 

XV. Item, becaufe the late Aft of Parliament 
and feveral of the By-laws herein contained have 
at many of the Courts direded by them" to 
be holden, made the Prefence of Two of the 
Governors indifpenfably neceffiary, and confe- 
quently, becaufe their Abfence may greatly pro 
trad the Bufinefs of this Company, whereby 
great Detriment may arife not only to the feveral 

Members 
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^ Members thereof, but likewife to the public in 
general, for whofe Utility this Corporation was 
Conftituted, it is ordained, That if the Principal 
Majier^ or cither of the Wardens for the Time be- 
ing, lhall fail to give his or their punftiial At- 
tendance at any Court whereat the Prefencc of 
Two of them is exprefly directed by the A(5t 
aforefaid, or by any of the preceding By-laws, 
he or they fhall for every fuch Failure forfeit 
and pay the Sum of One Pound One Shilling 
of lawful Money of Great Britain^ uniefs they 
can alledge a fufficient Reafon or Excufcj to be 
allowed of by the Court of Affiftants. 

XVI. Item, it is ordained. That if any 
Member of the Court of Affiftants lhall become 
a Bankrupt or Infolvent, he fhall be removed 
from his faid Office, and likewife from being an 

Examiner (if he lhall happen to be One); and in 
fuch Cafe the Fine of Twenty-one Pounds, which 
he paid upon his Admiffion into the faid Court 
of Affillants, fhall be repaid him, if the Court 
iliall think fit and reafonable. 

XVII. Item, it is ordained That before 
any Motion lhall be made, or Queftion debated 
er put, touching any Member of the Court of 
Afliftants or Examiners, who lhall happen to be 
prefent at fuch Court, fuch Perfon lhall on No- 
tice 
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ticc of fuch intended Motion, or Queftion, with- 
draw himfelf, till the fame is determined j and 
on Refufal fliall be amoved and expelled : And 
no Member lhall have a Vote in any Qiieflion 
which relates to or regards himfelf. 

XVIII. Item, it is ordained, That the Court 
of Affiftants fliall out of the Members of this 
Company, on the Firft 'Thurfday in the Month of 
July in every Year, chufe Two MafierSy Two 
Wardens y and Two Stewards of Anatomy ^ without 
any Regard to Seniority j to be changed fuccef- 
fively. Two at a Time, every Yearj the par- 
ticular Duty and Bufinefs of which refpeftive 
Office, fhall from time to time be determined and 
regulated by the Court of Affiftants, and the 
Expences and Charges thereof, be borne and de- 
frayed by the Company : And if any Member 
fo chofen and appointed, after due Notice of 
fuch Ele6lion to either of the faid refpedtive 
Offices, refufe to accept and take the fame upon 
him, wiuhout jull and reafonable Caufe, to be 
allowed of by the Court of Affiftants, or if he 
accepts the fame, and fnall afterwards negleft to 
attend unto and execute the Duty of fuch Office, 
to be regulated and determined as aforefaid, he 
fhall in either of the above Cafes, forfeit and pay 
the Sum of Twenty-one Pounds of lawful 

Money: And if any fuch Majler, Warden, or 

Steward 
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Steward of Anatomy^ or any other Member of 
the Company, in diflefling Human Bodies, or 
the Parts of any Human Body, in public or pri^ 
vatc, fliall indecently expofe any Part thereof, fo 
as to give public Offence, or fhall take away any 
Part of the Skin, Member, or Flefh of any Body 
differed by Order or Direction of the Company, 
without Leave of Two of the Governors, fuch 
Perfon fo offending in either of the laft-mentioned 
Inftances fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Ten 
Pounds of lawful Money for each and every fuch 
Offence. 

iV. B. By a Refolution of a Court of AfTiftants 
holden the i^^oijuly, 1766 (Mr. Crane, Mafter) 
It was refolved, that the then Method of giving 
Anatomical Le<5lures did by no Means anfwer the 
Purpofes intended : And that a Member of the 
Company, of known Abilities, ihould for the fu- 
ture be appointed, under the Charadej of Pro- 
fe£or of Anatomy, to give a complete Courfe of 
Le^ures annually, inftead of the two Mailers of 
Anatomy appointed to be annually chofen by the 
foregoing By-Law. And by a Refolution of an- 
other Court of AfTiftants, holden on the 26th of 
the fame Month, the Fine to be excufed ferving 
the Anatomical OfHces, was reduced from Twenty 
One Pounds to Five Guineas. 

XIX. Item, it is ordained. That the Court of 
AfTiftants fhall have Power to appoint One ormore 

Member 
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Member or Members of the Companv to read 
Le6bures of Anatomy or Surgery at fuch Time as> 
the Governors fliall think fir, for One Year only : 
And that if any Perfon fo appointed fliall accept 
of futh OiHce, and afterwards fliali negleft toper- 
form it, as direded by the faid Court, he fliall 
forfeit and pay the Sum of Twenty-one Pounds 
of lawful Money of Great Britain. 

XX. Item, it is ordained, That if the faid Maf- 
ter or Governors, or any or either of-tkem, fliall 
by him or themfelves, without the Confent and , 
Order of a Court of Affiftants, tranfaft any Bufi- 
nefs which properly belongs to the laid Court, 
whereby the Company fliall and may fuftain or 
fuffer any Lofs or Damage, fuch Lofs or Damage 
fliall be made good by the Party or Parties fo 
offending; who fliall iikewife be amoved from 
their refpeftive Offices of Mafier or Governor and 
the Court of Afliflants fliall proceed to a new 
Eledion. 

XXI. Item, it is ordained, That no Membsr 
of this Company, fliall at any Time transfer or 
betake himfelf to or procure hirnfelf to be admit- 
ted or entered a Freeman or Member in any other 
Corporation or Company of this City, without 
having firft obtained an Order, in Writing, tefli- 
fyingthe Cpnfent and Allowance of the Court of 

Aflifl:ants^ 
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Affiftants, upon pain of forfeiting the Sum of 
Twenty Pounds of lawful Money oi Great Britain, 

XXII. Item, it is ordained, That if any Mem- 
ber of the Company lliall wittingly or willingly, 
without the Confent in Writing of a Court of Af- 
fiflants, cancel, blot, deface, or put out, or caufc 
to be cancelled, blotted, defaced, or put out, any 
Pidlure, Monument, Memorial, Remembrance 
Book, or Record, belonging to the faid Company; 
fuch Member fliall forfeit the Sum of Fifty Pounds. 

XXIII. Item, it is ordained. That if any 
Member of this Company, who lhall pradife Sur- 
gery, or any part thereof, fliall ufe any indirect 
Means to take a Patient out of the Care or Charge 
of any otherSuROEON, Member of this Company, 
(which indire6]: Means is to be determined by the 
Court of Affiftants) or fhall ufe, publifh, or utter 
any Words in DetracElion of the Art or Knowledge 
of fuch Surgeon, relating to his Profeflion, in 
whofe Hands or Cure the faid Patient then was, 
fuch Perfon fhall, in either of the faid Cafes, for- 
feit and lofe his Freedom of this Company, or 
otherwife forfeit and pay fuch a Sum (not exceed- 
ing Fifty Pounds) as the Court of Affiftants of 
this Company fhall think fit. 

XXIV. Item, it is ordained. That every Per- 
fon having a Right to the Freedom of this Com- 

D pany 
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pany by Servitude, lhall pay for the Freedom and 
grand Diplomay the Sum of Twenty-one Poundit 
Two Shillings and Six Pence, of lav/ful Money ^ 
and every Perfon who has no Right by Servitude, 
and fhall apply to this Company for his Freedom 
thereof, ihall pay Two Guineas for the fame, and 
Two Guineas for the binding Fee, over and above 
the Sum of Twenty-one Pounds Two Shillings 
and Sixpence, making in all for his Freedom and 
grand Diploma the S^im of Twenty-five Pounds- 
Six Shillings and Six Pence, But if any Perfoni 
fo applying for his Freedom, who has no Right 
thereto by Servitude, or any Perfon who is intitlcd 
to his Freedom by Servitude at the Time of his 
being admitted into the Freedom- of the faid Com- 
pany, propofes torefideand pradife SyROERv at 
any Place or Town Seven Miles or more diftant 
from the Cities of London and Wefimtnfiery, and' 
gives Security to the Company, to be approved of 
by Two of the faid GovernorSy that he will con- 
tinue fo to do, he lliall in fuch Cafe, be intitled to, 
and lhall have the Freedom and grand Diploma y 
paying for the fame no more than One Half of 
the feyeral Sums herein before-mentioned. 

N. B, An additional Sum of two Guineas was . 
added to each Diploma, by a Refolution of the 
fame Court of 23d of Jufyy 1766 j fo that a Per- 
fon Intitled to their .Freedom will now pay 
2-3 /. 4 J. 6 i. and other Perfons, 27/. B s, 6d,

XXV. Provided always, That any Perfon 
whofe Circumftances are fuch as it may be incon- 
venient to him to advance fo much Money at One 
Time (which Inconvenience to be judged of by the 
Court of Affiftants) Ihall, on Payment of jHalf 
the feveral Sums of Twenty-one Pounds and Two 
Shillings and Six Pence, be admitted into the Free- 
dom of the Company, and receive the grand Di- 
ploma J and fhall pay or fecure, to the Satisfaction 
of Two of the Govermrs, t\kG^ other Half, within 
Three Years, from the Time of taking up the 
Freedom thereof, unlefs fuch Court of Afliftants 
ftiall think fit to indulge fuch Perfon with any lon- 
ger Time for Payment thereof : And if any Per-

That the Governors 
for the Time being, or fome or One of them, fhall 
receive to the Ufe of theComipany, all Fines, For- 
feitures, Annuities, Rents, and Sums of Money due 
and payable to the Company ; and fhall likewife

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difbupfeartd expend all the Charges and Expences 
of the Conipany. 

XXXI. Item, it is ordained. That every Mem- 
ber of this Company fhall yearly, on Midfummer- 
day^ -or within Fourteen Days then next enfuing, 
pay the Sum of Ten Shillings of lawful Money of 
Gr^t Britainj and every foreign Brother the Sum 
of Twenty Shillings of lawful Money, for and in 
the Name of the Quarterage of the faid Company, 
at fuch Place and unto fuch Perfon or Perfons, as 
theGt^vernorSy or any Two of them, fliall from time 
to timcaffign and appoint, the Firft of which Pay-

ing the Jntereft of the Money borrowed for that 
|*urpofe) : And ^fter fuch Buildings are intirely 
completed and paid for, fuch yearly Sums, or fuch 
Quarterage only, if any, ihall be paid, as fhall be 

fettled 
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fettled and agreed to by the Majority of a generat 
Court, to be fummoned for that Purpofe. 

N. B. By a Refolution of a general Court of 
all the Members, holden on the 12th of Auguft^ 
1766, an Addition of 6j, -per Ann, was made to 
the Quarterage of all the Members, not of the 
Court of AlTiftants, who had not ferved or fined 
for the anatomical Offices ; and 12 j. on each Mem- 
ber of the Court of Affiftants. 

XXXII. Provided always. That every 
Perfon that has the Company's grand Diploma, ' 
and fhall refide at above the Diftance of Seven 
Miles from Londoriy fliall be excufed and ex- 
empted from the Payment of any Quarterage, 
or yearly Sum whatfoerer. 

XXXIII. Item, it is ordained, That the faid 
Company will for the future in all Cafes defend 
and proted (at their own Expence) any of the 
Members thereof, if fued or difturbed for any of 
the juft Rights and Privileges which they enjoy, 
as Members of the faid Company,
